These telegrams a ill prove interesting 
reading to those of Janesville who were 
present at Madison during the fight for 
the senatorship, aud who know something 
about the inside workings of the few who 
apparently were urging the nomination 
of Mr. Williams. No man was ever worst 
sold than Mr. Williams has been by the 
lake shore crowd. They were working 
for themselves, not for him in particular; 
and they wanted to kill him off in Rock 
county, that his place two years hence 
may fall to their lo t They are pretended 
sharpers, as the inside history of the con­ 
test clearly shows, and to a certain extent 
their game has worked well. 
When the proposition was made to 
make Mr. Williams a candidate, Senator 
Richardson asked Senator Quarles what 
himself and other delegates from his 
part of the district would do for Mr. Wil­ 
liams.

What will the future business lie? The 
territory already devasted is much larger 
than what remains, and in comparatively 
few years there will be no pine to cut in 
Wisconsin. Canada has nothing to spare 
us, for the Muskoka aud neighboring dis­ 
tricts are completely run down.” ,

—Hooks in a Horse.—The discase of 
tho eye called “ hooks” is an intlam- 
mation of the membrane which protects 
the eye known as tho third eyelid or 
membrane ni titans.

the front angle of the eye and serves to 
remove dust or other matter which 
might get in the eye and hurt it. When 
this is inflamed from cold or other in­

T h e largest rattlesnake probably that 
has ever been seen in Washington ar­ 
rived at the Smithsonian Institution tho 
other day from Florida, forwarded by 
Mr. James Bell, who is in that State on 
special duty from the Interior Depart­ 
ment.

This monster snake is to bo 
killed for the purpose of taking 
plaster cast of it. The manner of kiln 
for this purpose is by putting the ser­ 
pent in a close vessel and admitting a 
sponge saturated with chloroform.

SHAKING HANDS. 


AMONG the Romans a hand was the 
emblem of good faith, and the almost 
universal adoption of clasped hands in 
marriage and other solemn ceremonies 
prove this to have been a custom in­ 
stinctively considered as emblematic of 
uniou and fidelity*; unfortunately, just 
as tile kiss, at any rate between women 
and relations, has ceased to be a token 
of the truest am! strongest affection, so 
has the hand-shake also fallen some­ 
what from its high estate, and become 
a mere idle ceremony not necessarily 
conveying an impression of any special 
interest or regard. In the ancient usage 
of striking hands as a pledge of fidelity* 
in confirming a bargain is no doubt to 
be found the origin of shaking hands. 
•‘Who is he that will strike hands with 
me?" asks Job, when complaining of 
the unmerited contempt and mistru it 
to which he was subjected.

TiiEKwang Chow Society, a fair rep­ 
resentative of the Chinese companies 
that hold their resident countrymen in

The Kwang 
I Chow Company has upon its roll 18,000 
members, all born within the district of 
Kwang Chowfoo, or the Canton City 
prefecture.

search iii tho same line.

dctermines to what coin 
are to be assigned aecor 
triet whence they come. 
They take 
down the immigrant’s name, his desti- 
learn that in ancient Rome the hand-1 nation, what he is going to do, and his 
shake was utilized in a manner not un­ 
familiar to the wouM-Ih? legislators of 
modem times; that, in fact, it was one 
of the condescensions practiced by 
those 
who 
aspired to a scat iii 
tile Senate^, to win 
the 
goodwill 
and adherence of their low-born con­ 
stituents; for it is said of Scipio Nasiea, 
the enemy of Tiberius Gracchus, that in 
canvassing for votes he exclaimed, on 
taking the rough hand of a laborer— 
“ What! Do you w alk oil your hands?” 
It is natural that savages in their love 
of imitation should conform by degrees 
to the usages of more civilized nations, 
and in nothing is this more marked than 
in their adoption of kissing and shaking 
hands as expressive of love and friend­ 
ship. 
A certain facetious ethnologist 
declares that the existence of savage 
tribes who do not kiss their women is a 
conclusive proof of primeval barbarism, 
since, he says, had they once known the 
ractice, they could not possibly have 
orgotten it. 
The Red Indians have 
certainly learnt the habit of shaking 
hands in wishing one another good- 
morrow from the Europeans, but for 
many centuries previously they seem to 
have clasped hands as a token of fidelity 
in ratifying a bond. 
Some nations 
have vary eccentric, not to say un­ 
pleasant, modes of saying, 
“ How* do 
you do?” 
And tho further we de­ 
scend in the scale of race-devclop- 
ment, the more we find the civilities 
exchanged by human beings assimilat­ 
ing to those of the lower animals, such 
endearments as patting, stroking, sniff­ 
ing, blowing, rubbing noses, etc., be­ 
ing common. 
Some Pacific Islanders 
who now shako hands used to show 
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friends in the city, if he has any. 
Should he have none, they hire an ex­ 
press wagon and drive him to the hall 
or “ asylum,” finding him in food aqd 
lodging for a few' days. Inquiries

a mercantile firm, members of the 
guild, the newly-arrived heathen is 
packed off to any point w*here he can 
dc employed. 
No matter where he 
goes or what part of the country he 
works in the agents of the company can 
find him out.

The Polynesian takes his friend’s hand 
or foot, "aud strokes his own face with 
it. 
Amongst the Todas of the Nilgher- 
ry hills respect is show*n by raising the 
right hand to the face, and placing the 
thumb on the bridge of the nose. 
The 
people of Iddah greet you by shaking 
their fist in your face. The ceremony 
of rubbing or pressing noses is common 
to many countries; Linnaois found it 
practiced in the Lapland Alps, while 
barwin describes the aborigines of Aus­ 
tralia as invariably pressing the tips of 
their noses together on meeting, con­ 
tinuing the process for a space of time 
somewhat longer than would be re­ 
quired for a cordial shako of 
the 
hand, and accompanying it with sun­ 
dry short grunts of extreme satisfac­ 
tion. 
Some of the tribes in Central 
Africa take one another's hands on 
meeting, but considering this insuffi­ 
cient, at the same time testify their 
regard for a friend by gently rubbing 
his arm with the other hand 
but flattering to one’s self-love is the 
hand-shake perfunctory, in which the 
performer, first raising your hand, 
gives it a sharp, quick, impressive 
movement downwards, and then drops 
it abruptly, as though he would say, 
“There! I have done my duty for 
this time, so far as you arc concerned.” 
Then we have also tho hand-shake per­ 
pendicular, in which the w*holc arm is 
moved energetically up and down with 
precisely the action of a pump-handle; 
and the hand-shake horizon tai, in which 
Ute arm is moved with equal vigor from 
ride to side; representatives o f the last 
two types produce on meeting an ad­ 
mirable illustration of 
combination of forces, the result of 
their hand-shaking being a curious rota­ 
tory motion so embarrassing to the chief 
actors, so comical to the spectator, that 
no one who has once w itnessed the same 
is ever likely to forget it. One man 
at least we know who has the cu­ 
rious habit of embracing his friend’s left 
elbow* with his disengaged hand while 
the right is employed in the customary 
greeting, a trick which bears a close re­ 
lationship to the arm-rubbing of certain 
tribes in Central Africa. 
The muscular 
hand shaker is generally a very good 
fellow, but the vice-like pressure of his 
Ast, though it conics from the heart, 
and may lie in that sense pleasing, yet

“ Do you sec the room on the left? 
That's where Martha Washington held 
her receptions a hundred years ago.

3*ou look at the window on the right 
you w’ill probably see a white haired 
gentleman reading a paper. 
Well, that 
will be Mr. Longfellow.” She looked 
Anything gratified at the unexpected pleasure of 
really seeing the man whose poems she 
loved. As Signor Monti drew near the 
house he saw* Mr. Longfellow standing 
with his back against the window, his 
head, of course, out of sight. 
When he 
w*ent in, he said, “ Do look out of the 
window* and bow to that little girl, who 
w*ants to sec you very much!’’ 
“ A lit­ 
tle girl wants to see me very much— 
where is she.” He hastened to the 
door and beckoning with his hand, 
called out: “ Come here, little girl, 
come here, if you w ant to see me.” She 
needed no second invitation, and alto, 
shaking her hand and asking her name,

Narrow Escape from Hie Gallows 
“ I remember once defending, at 
Crawfordsville, 
Ind.,”

dicted for the murder of his wife by 
poison.

The body of his w*ife 
was exhumed and an autopsy hail. 
Enough strychnine was found in lier 
stomach to kill a mule. There was a 
universal expression of horror at the 
discovery, and a large re wan! was 
offered for the arrest of the fugitive. 
After some months lie was found in 
Canada, living under an assumed name 
lie was brought to Crawfordsville in 
irons, and it wa* with difficulty that his 
execution by a mob was prevented.

A daugh 
ter who was visiting her father's house 
when the poison was brought home tes­ 
tified that ho handed it to her step 
mother in her presence, cautioning her 
to be careful with it. 
A brother of his 
wife, who was greatly embit tered against 
him, ami was a w itness for the Slab 
admitted upon cross-examination that 
Owen’s treatment of his sister was in­ 
variably considerate and kind. 
“ This is all w*o hail to base a defense. 
The odds were fearful. 
There was the 
remark of the marked hesitation of 
Owen when first informed of the suspi­ 
cions existing against him; his admis­

A Free and Easy Prison. 
A Geneva correspondent writes that 
the looseness with which the custody of 
convicted criminals is administered in 
the canton of Schwytz is simply appall­ 
ing. 
If the facts were not avouched by 
a trustworthy paper published in tho 
district, the Frcic Schwcizer, it would 
be difficult to believe that the state of 
things it describes could exist in any 
European country. The only prison in 
Schwytz is an oh! farmhouse. 
In it aro 
confined malefactors of both sexes and 
every class, if they can be said to be 
confined, for it would seem they only 
remain where they are because they 
find themselves better oft than they 
would be at their homes—those of them 
who have any. The care of these crim­ 
inals is confined to a hoad-jailcr, a ser­ 
geant of police aud a nun. 
As, howev­ 
er, the two men spend nearly all their 
evenings and a good part of their days 
at the baths of See wen, the duties 
the establishment devolve principally 
on their lady colleague. The prisoners 
are permitted to go out and come in at 
their pleasure, aud the nun is in the 
habit of making occasional pilgrimages 
with repentant infanticides to a neigh­ 
boring shrine. Only one man, a creat­ 
ure named Maechler, who, eighteen 
months ago, was condemned to impris­ 
onment for life for a murder of unspeak­ 
able brutality, seems to have been kent 
under bolt and bar.

or's good graces, persuaded her by pro­ 
testations of repentance aud a show of 
religious zeal to relax her vigilance, and 
in the end she actually allowed him to 
work outside the house like the others.

coal stove, usually by taking t^cm out 
and washing in soapsuds, will rejoice to 
know that there is a much easier way 
to clean them, and that there is no neea 
to take them out or to let the tire burn 
very low in order to do it successfully. 
Take a little vinegar und water and 
wash the mica carefully with a soft 
cloth; the acid removes all stains, and 
if a little pains is taken to thoroughly 
clean the comers and to wipe them dry 
tho mica will look as good as new.

the stov e is very hot tie the cloth to a 
stick and so escape the danger c 
ing your hand. 
It is a great care to 
see that stoves are kept :n proper or­ 
der. and not many servants can be 
trusted to do it as "it should be done. 
The task might bo made somewhat 
easier by choosing stoves which arc not 
too highly ornamented; unless 
the 
trimmings arc kept absolutely spotless 
and bright, which is a very difficult

How to Prepare Calcimine. 


S o a k one pound of white glue ove 
night, then dissolve it in boiling water, 
and add twenty pounds of Pans white, 
diluting with water until the mixture is 
of the consistency of rich milk.

sired. 
Lilac.—Add to tho calcimine two 
parts of Prussian blue and one of ver­ 
milion, stirring thoroughly, and taking 
care to avoid too high a color. 
Brown.—Burnt umber. 
Gray.—Raw umber, with a trifling 
amount of lamp black. 
Rose.—Three parts of vermilion and 
one of red lead, added in very small 
uantities until a delicate shade is pro- 
JLavender.—Make a light blue and 
uced. 
"lei 
tint it slightly with vermilion. 
Straw.—Chrome yellow, with a touch 
of Spanish brown. 
Buff.—Two parts spruce or Indian 
art burnt sienna. 
yellow and one p 
Blue.—A small quantity of Prussian 
blue will give a soft azure tint. 
Dark 
blue is never desirable. 
Delicate tints in the foregoing varie­ 
ties of color are always agreeable and 
tasteful, and so great care must be 
taken that they aro not too vivid. 
Tho 
tints will always appear brighter than 
in the calcimine pot, and the workman, 
or workwoman, m\gpt keep this fact in 
mind w’hen adding the coloring pow­ 
ders. 
It is a good idea to give tho ceiling a 
calcimine two or three shades lighter 
than that of the walls, so it may appear 
merely a delicate reflection of their 
deeper tones. 
The ceiling can be cal­ 
cimined with the lighter tint, and then 
more coloring added for the walls. 
For other walls than hard finish, an 
excellent whitewash is made by slaking 
limo with boiling skim-milk and adding 
(for half a bushel of lime) three quarts 
.

rable w’hite wash, does not easily rub off, 
and when tinted with any of the fore­ 
going shades has about as good an effect 
as calcimine. 
A beginner in tho art of calcimining 
is apt to bestow half the material on the 
floor, which is a needless waste. By 
taking a small quantity on the brush at 
a time all splashing is avoided, and 
after a little practice barely a drop will 
fall on the floor. 
A bright day should be selected for 
the work. The wash must be of tho 
proper consistency—rich milk—or it 
cannot be applied evenly. Tho strobes 
should be straight aud parallel wkth 
each other. 
After the first coat is dry, 
and never before, apply the second one 
across the first. 
An export workman 
leaves no touch of the brush visible. 
When applying the first coat a round 
paint-brush should be used fat thor­ 
oughly covering all corners and small 
•paces with the wash.—Fawn Homes.
